NEW YOBK, Nov. 11.-—Amongst the 


immediate consequences o! the verdict 
at the polls the strong probability of 
the fifty-third congress being called in 
extra session immediately after the in- 
auguration is already discussed here. 


An extra session of the senate is al- 


ways called at the begining of a new 
administration, to confirm the officers 
and the new diplomatic agents of the 
United States abroad. But the present 
election having turned on the question 
of domestic policy, it is obvious to ex- 
perienced political leaders of all par- 
ties that an extra session of both 
houses of congress will almost inevi- 
tably result. Secretary of the treasury 
Foster, among others, 
admits this.

Kinley bill, and the result must be,acr 
ceptcd as the work of the will of the 
people, that a different policy shall be 
put into effect.

Th* D««d Bodies of Twenty Victims 


Already Removed and the De- 


bris Known to Contain 


Many More. 


VIENNA, Nov. 11.—A mill collapsed in 


Oprau, Moravia, Wednesday, shortly 
before the hands were to leave for the 
night. Almost 800 men were in the 
building at the time. When the walls 
began to crack the men in the basement 
and on the ground floor ran out. 
The men and girls 
above started 


down stairs. In the panic the stair- 
way collapsed, and before anybody 
qould struggle out of the ruins the 
whole building came down. About 
8fty persons were caught in tho bricks 
and broken timbers. Several were res- 
cued, but it is supposed that thirty-five 
or forty were killed. The dead bodies 
of twenty have been removed, and the 
debris undoubtedly will reveal many 
more. 


Mfty men are at work clearing away 


the ruins. 
The mill was fiimsily built and the 


operation of heavy machinery on the 
second floor is believed to have caused 
the collapse. The police are looking 
for the builder and will arrest him.

SuecesBfuUr launched at tha Brooklyn 


Navy Yard. 


BROOKLYN, Nov. 11.—Amid the cheers 


of 3,000 people, yesterday afternoon, 
tho Cincinnati, Uncle Sam's newest 
cruiser, slid gracefully from tho ways 
into the water of the Bast river, where 
she was greeted by the guns of the At- 
lanta, Miantomowah and Phlladelpnia. 


It was not a pretty launching, but 


mechanically-it was a success. Bain 
tell steadily all the morning and tha 
awning which had been placed over 
the platform to protect the invited 
guests from the weather did not fulfill 
its mission. Everybody got wet, from 
Secretary Tracy down, and many of 
the guests went away 
before the 


launching took place. 


It was 3 o'clock when the props and 


blocks had been knocked out tfrom un- 
der the hull and the cruiser relied in 
her cradle which was hold on the ways 
by the sole piers. Then the saws cut 
through the sole piers and the vessel 
was clear. But she did not move. 


At a word from Naval Constructor 


Pernald the hydraulic rams 
were 


manned. 
Suddenly, the great steel 


hull began to move, Miss Stella Mosby, 
daughter of the mayor of Cincinnati, 
raised a ribbon covered bottle in her 
hands and shattered it on the bow of 
the vessel. She said: "I christen thee 
Cincinnati." 


It was just 3:12 p. m. as the great 


ship, with Ohio wine dripping from her 
prow moved from the spot where she 
has been built and with a gradually in- 
creasing pace, took the water with a 
graceful dip and rode majestically out 
toward midstream. She kept an even 
keel and her graceful lines and trim 
shape drew favorable comments from 
the experts who were present and 
cheers from the crowd. Half a dozen 
tugs surrounded her and towed her to 
the navy yard dock, where the work 
on her will be completed. On the plat-

The Cincinnati is the second of the 


now war ships built at the Brooklyn 
navy yard. She is a protected cruiser 
of rt,l82 tons displacement; 800 feat in 
length, forty-two feet boam, and with 
a mean draught of eighteen feet. She 
will have twin screws and vertical 
triple expansion engines of 1,000 horie 
pori.'er, with a steam pressure of 100 
pounds. She will be 
one 
of the 


fastest vessels in the navy, as her aver- 
age speed will be nineteen knots. Her 
armament will consist'of a main bat- 
tery of ten 5-inch rapid-firing guns and 
one G-incli breech-loading rifle; a sec- 
ondary battery ol eight 0-poundersj 
four 1-poundcrs and two gatling guns. 
She will have torpedo tubes, . Her keel 
was laid in 1890 and the cost of her 
hull and machinery will be 11,100,000.

LASTIHG FOR THREE EHTIRE DAYS, 


And Accompanied by a Mighty around- 


Swell which Endangered the Ship- 


ping In the Harbor—A Gallant 


Btttlc With the Waves. 


PANAMA, Nov. 18.-The town of Colon 


was visited by a "norther" on the 27th 
ultimo, which lasted three days. The 
morning opened with a cloudy, fore- 
boding look, which to those accustomed 
to the yearly vhitation, wai sufficient 
reason to prophesy that a "norther" 
was in sight. A northwesterly ground- 
swell commenced about 3 p. m., and 
gradually increased and moderated al- 
ternately until 4:30, 
when it increased 


to such an extent as to cause much 
anxiety to the shipping in port The 
Royal Mail steamship Orinoco was first 
to leave her dock, aud was quickly fol- 
lowed by the Avon of the same line, 
finding safe anchorage in the bay. The 
Pacific Mail steamship Colombia left 
her dock shortly after 5 o'clock. 


Tho American schooner Nellie T. 


Morse, with a cargo of lumber con- 
signed to Mr. J. A. Cespedes, was 
moored at No. 4 dock and rode the 
night at her anchorage, although in a 
very dangerous position, and had to bo 
made fast by five strong lines stretched 
across to and made fast on the capstan 
on the south side of the Koyal Mall 
dock. Ineffectual effort* were made 
by the consignee to obtain the steam 
launch from the canal company to tow 
the 
schooner out. Early the next 


morning the steam tug used for quar- 
antine purposes came to the assistance 
of the schooner and towed her out 


The weather continued bad all the 


morning without any signs of abate- 
ment. At 11 a.m. a strong wind sprang 
up which gradually increased with 
rough and rising seas. 


Shortly after the Royal Mail steamer 


Avon left for Port Limon. 


The Colombia, of the Pacific Mail 


line, fearing she would not bo able to 
ride it out ran before the tossing waves 
to Fort Bello, where she found anjple 
safety and remained until the follow- 
ing day.

Triumph of the Fronoh In Dahomey. 
PABIB, Nov. 11.—A late official dis- 


patch states that the French forces 
have captured Cana, a short distance 
from Abomey, the capital of Dahomey, 
after 
a 
vigorous resistance. 
The 


French loss was eleven killed and 
forty-two wounded. 
Th« capture of 


Cana is practically the cud of the cam- 
paign against King Behanzin. Shortly 
after the receipt of the news that Cana 
had fallen into the hands of the French, 
the promotion of Col. Dodds, com- 
mander of tha French forces, to be a 
general, was gazetted. 


Late dispatches bring the news that 


on November 1 Col. Dodds captured 
Macuo, and on the 6th Cana. The total 
loss among the French in both battles 
was sixteen killed, including Lieut. 
Muerier, and eighty-two wounded, 
among them Lieut. Gay and Dr. Routh, 
whose wounds may prove fatal. The 
others are not seriously injured. The 
French are continuing their march to 
Abomey. King Behanzin's army has 
been reduced to 1,800. The Dahome- 
ans are apparently determined to re- 
sist to the last They arc provided 
with modern weapons and use explosive 
bullets.

Prehistoric Giants 


Near the Mediterranean coast, not far 


from Nice, ore some grottoes which are 
remarkable for tlie prehistoric remains 
found in them The value of these 
grottoes as a field of prehistoric research 
was recognized twenty years ago. They 
were at that time purchased by Mr 
Emile Riviere who, however, neglected 
to work them and sold them again to a 
quarry mastei, who, on lemoving somo 
of the rock, unearthed soma of the re- 
mains 
Since then the grottoes hav» 


been in litigation much of tao time and 
no ono has boeu able properly to investi- 
gate them 


At present tliree skeletons found there 


are figuring in tho law courts One is 
of a man whose estimated height is 7 
feet 9 inches 
The head of the skeleton 


is missing 
Another is the skeleton of a 


woman 0 feet 3 inches tall, and tbe third 
is the remains of a j outh 
These added 


to previous discoveries make seven skel- 
etons of prehistoric men unearthed up 
to the present time in these caves The 
Italian government has not attempted 
to exercise-any rights in the matter 


Up to 1875 Mr. Riviere had discovered 


the skeletons of one man and two chil- 
dren, which were some twenty-nine feet 
below the level o£ tho caves and were 
surrounded by undoubted paleollthio 
implements 
The bed is a compact one 


of limestone —Chicago News

The myrtery whiek surrounded UM 
anrdirof* Samuel Wflson on Tuesday 
ight at Urbane, mention ot which ap- 
peared in the BaPTOUOi* on Wednesday, 
las been cleared np by Daniel Ulna, of 
Urbana, who gava himself op to the 
arthorities and oontssasd to the minder.

Prehlgtorta Giant!. 


Near the Mediterranean coast, not far 


from Nice, ore some grottoes which are 
remarkable for tlio prehistoric remains 
found in them. The value of these 
grottoes as a field of prehistoric research 
was recognized twenty years ago. They 
were at that time purchased by Mr. 
Emile Riviere, who, however, neglected 
to work them, and sold them again to a 
quarry master, who, on removing somo 
of the rock, unearthed soma of the re- 
mains. Since then the grottoes hav» 
been in litigation much of the time and 
no one has been able properly to investi- 
gate them. 


At present three skeletons found there 


are figuring in the law courts. One is 
of a man whose estimated height is 7 
feet 9 inches. The head of the skeleton 
is missing. Another is the skeleton of a 
woman 0 feet 3 inches tall, and the third 
ia the remains of a youth. These added 
to previous discoveries make seven skel- 
etons of prehistoric men unearthed np 
to the present time in these caves. The 
Italian government has not attempted 
to exercise-any rights in the matter. 


Up to 1875 Mr. Riviere had discovered 


the skeletons of one man and two chil- 
dren, which were some twenty-nine feet 
below the level of tho caves and were 
surrounded by undoubted paleolithio 
implements, 
The bed is a compact one 


of limestone.— Chicago News. 


Wedded Over Her Mother's Grave. 
The most unique marriage ever per- 


formed in Baltimore took place Mon- 
day within tho boundaries of Green 
Mount cemetery over the graves of the 
parents of the bride. The groom was 
Colonel Hondrick von Stamp, ex-minis- 
ter of Denmark to the United States, a 
knight of the Order of Dannebrog, and 
the bride was Miss Mildrod Hammond, 
daughter of the late General Hammond. 
8ix carriages were occupied by the wed- 
ding party, but tho vehicles were sup- 
posed to be a funeral cortege as they 
slowly moved through the cemetery. 
When the Hammond lot was reached 
the graves were strewn with flowers 
and the wedding was quickly per- 
formed, tho bnde standing upon tho 
grave of hor mother and the groom 
npon the grave of the bride's father. 
The bride is of one of Maryland's oldest 
families, being a remote descendant of 
President George Washington. She is 
forty and the groom forty-four years 
old.— Baltimore Letter.

Illinois farmers are gathering their 


corn slowly. As a general thing farmers 
are finding their yield lighter than they 
expected.

The receipts at 
the principal trade centers in this portion 
of the state will be much lighter for the 
next three or four months. Some reports 
show the crop at least .20 per oent less 
than was expected, and some will be 
chaffy; other inquiries bring out the fact 
that farmers are disappointed in the yield 
to the extent of one-third to one-half ot 
what they expected. 
Little corn has 


been gathered yet in Indiana, but enough 
is known to state that the crop is lighter 
than for several years.
